WILMINGTON - Though 
Wilmington is a relatively 
small town and communica- 
tivetechnology advances by 
the day, there is still room 
for improvement in the way 
local offices reach out to res- 
idents. As such, at the 
Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen meeting on Nov. 
27, the board discussed com- 
munication and engagement 
in town. 

Selectman Greg Bendel 
began by outlining some of 
the ways the town currently 
communicates with resi- 
dents. He referenced the 
town’s new website, which 
provides residents with 
updates and general infor- 
mation. He also pointed out 
that residents can pay their 
bills:sonline. This includes 
propérty taxes, RMV excise 
taxes, meter bills, and dog 
license bills. 

Bendel also noted that the 
towh= has a Twitter page. 
Twéets are scheduled by the 
Town. Manager’s office. He 
was*.careful to point out, 
though, that residents who 
do*<hot have a Twitter 
account or do not wish to get 
one-need not fret. 
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“You don’t have to have 
Twitter to see what the town 
is tweeting,” Bendel said. 
“It’s also on our website.” 

Town Manager Jeffrey Hull 
added that, for local occur- 
rences which warrant an 
immediate or targeted com- 
municative response, the 
town uses a system called 
Everbridge. Everbridge 
allows for large-scale com- 
munication to a particular 
part of town, such as with 
road construction or water 
main issues. This is a differ- 
ent system than that used by 
the schools. Residents must 
opt-in to receive these mes- 
sages. This opt-in option is 
available on both the town 
website and the police 
department website. 

Hull praised the willing- 
ness of offices throughout 
town to increase and 
improve communication 
with residents. 

“I know we can make 
improvements, but I’m 
pleased to say that many 
departments are on top of 
this.” 

Finally, discussion turned 
to communication with the 
Board of Selectmen itself. 
Bendel mentioned the email 
option provided on the town 
website. Messages written 
will be sent to the entire 
board, in addition to the 
Town Manager. Bendel 
assured residents that they 
can count on a response 
from at least one selectman 
or the Town Manager in a 
reasonable amount of time. 

“T would urge you,” Bendel 
said, “if you have a question 
or a concern, reach out to 
your selectman.”

WILMINGTON — On Nov. 
13, 2017, all members of the 
Wilmington Board of Sel- 
ectmen signed a warrant 
for a Special Town Meeting 
to be held on Saturday, 
Dec. 16 at 10:30 a.m. This 
warrant contains five arti- 
cles, each of which will be 
dicussed publicly and voted 
upon at this meeting. 


Though there are five ar- 
ticles, all can be loosely 
categorized into two issues. 
The first issue is zoning as 
it pertains to a detox facili- 
ty in Wilmington, the sec- 
ond is the sale of recre- 
ational marijuana within 
town limits. The placement 
of these issues in this war- 
rant was discussed and 
voted upon at the Board of 
Selectmen meeting on Nov. 
6, 2017, which took place in 


the Town Hall auditorium. 

Both issues have also 
been discussed in even 
greater detail at previous 
board meetings. 

The first two articles on 
the warrant are the pri- 
mary business of this Spe- 
cial Town Meeting, and the 
issue to which they pertain 
has engendered a passion- 
ate response among many 
residents. At a Board of 
Selectmen meeting on Sept. 


25, 2017, David Ray, Paul - 
Kneeland, and Michael Caij- 
ra gave a presentation on 
an agency planning to 
place a detox facility on 
Middlesex Avenue in North 
Wilmington. 

A group of abutters and 
neighbors took issue with 
this proposal, citing the 
questionable saliency of

The entire 
department is involved in 
the process, and must com- 
mit to certain policies in 
writing. 

Begonis explained that this 
allows for an “even-handed 
application” of the policies 
agreed upon, as well as 
providing an independent 


harassment policy. 
“Hssentially reviewing 
with them the policy and 
the distinctions between 
the types of harassment 
that constitute sexual har- 
assment,” Hull shared. “It’s 
important that we make 
sure everyone is well aware 
of what is acceptable and 


means for an outside agency.

Begonis argued that the 
implementation of policies 
in this way both minimizes 
the town’s and the police 
department’s exposure to

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Father Shea was the ‘hero priest’ 


at Cocoanut 
Grove fire

“A witty and lovable Irish 
priest,” was how Mrs. Stan- 
ley Cummings described the 
Rev. Albert J. Shea, pastor 
of St. Thomas Church in Wil- 
mington in the early 1950s. 

She knew whereof she 
spoke. Her husband was the 
pastor of the Wilmington 
Congregational Church. 

Father Shea arrived in Wil- 
mington in January 1951. 
Wilmington had long been a 
town in which differences of 
religion had been unimpor- 
tant, but there was a notice- 
able difference at that time. 
(Then) Archbishop Richard 
Cushing sent his classmate 
to Wilmington as a parish 
priest. 

He arrived in town on a 
Wednesday. That evening he 


went to the Methodist Church 


and knocked on the Thurston 
Street entrance. A church 
party, not a religious event, 
was in progress and Father 
Shea was welcome. 

He was a person who could 
circulate freely among resi- 
dents who were not communi- 
cants of St. Thomas. Wherev- 
er he went, he was welcome, 
for the very reasons de- 
scribed by Mrs. Cummings. 

It was in some respects a 
difficult time. A recent 
influx of new residents had 
brought with them the dif- 
ferences of religion which 
were being expressed at 
time. The good nature and 
humor of the priest were 
welcomed by all. 

He spent most of his career 
at St. James in Boston, first 
as an assistant for 25 years, 
until 1946. 

At the time of the Cocoanut 
Grove fire in Boston in 1942, 
where 492 people lost their 
lives, he was one of the first 
on the scene. He stayed for 
two days, administering the 
last rites and comforting the 
living. Newspapers at the 
time hailed him as the “hero 
priest.” 

In 1946, he was appointed as 
pastor of St. Joseph’s Church 
in Kingston. Then in 1951, he 


became pastor of St. Thomas 
in Wilmington. 

On Feb. 28, 1954, Father 
Shea was at the Sheraton 
Hotel in Boston for a meet- 
ing of the National Council 
of Catholic Men and Women. 
(Then) Archbishop Richard 
Cushing rose to speak, but 
prefaced his remarks, say- 
ing, “I understand that Rev. 
Albert Shea of St. Thomas 
Church in Wilmington is 
here. I regret to tell him that 
his church is on fire. He had 
better hurry home.” 

Father Shea embarked on 
what seemed like the longest 
ride he ever took, worried 
that someone might be in- 
jured. He said the trip was 
one continual prayer. 

Nobody was injured, al- 
though Fr. Edmund Croke 
was treated for smoke in- 
halation after making re- 
peated attempts to rescue 
the sacraments from the 
alter. 

Fire Chief Art Boudreau 
and firefighter Billy Nee 
were able to save the sacra- 
ments. 

The church sustained about 
$35,000 damage. Masses were 
held at Villanova Hall, the 
old church, and at Grange 
Hall. Rev. Cummings offered 
the use of the Congrega- 
tional Church, and Rev. 
Richard Harding extended a 
similar offer for the Method- 
ist Church. 

The church was repaired 
and reopened. Six years la- 
ter, a new St. Thomas 
Church was built. The old 
church was sold to the town 
and torn down in 1968. Today, 
the Wilmington Memorial 
Library is on that site. 

In June 1954, Father Shea 
was transferred back to St. 
James in Boston, where he 
remained as pastor until his 
retirement in 1965. 

18 months later, he re- 
ceived the title of Monsig- 
nor, as he was made a Do- 
mestic Prelate by Pope Pius 
XII. Also designated as a 
Domestic Prelate at that 
time was Rev. Andrew J. 
White of Somerville, who

had been the pastor of St. The Right Rev. Monsignor 
Thomas Church from 1936 Albert Shea died on Oct. 18, 
to 1942.

and to the town’s population 
of roughly 24,000 people, the 
cost is .12 cents per person. 

During the Planning Board 
and Finance Committee pub- 
lic hearing, a question from 
a member of the Finance 
Committee asked Town 
Counsel what was his opin- 
ion of articles 1 and 2. Town 
Counsel stated that article 1 
would probably be rejected 
by the attorney general. 
Relative to article 2, Town 
Counsel stated that if the 
Town Meeting approves the 
article with the required two 
thirds majority vote, more 
than likely article 2 will be 
approved by the attorney 
general’s office. 

At the conclusion of the pub- 
lic hearing, the Finance Com- 
mittee voted unanimously to 
approve article 2. The Wil- 
mington Planning Board vo- 
ted 3 to 2 to recommend dis- 
approval of article 2. Article 2 
is clearly the better article of 
the two being presented. 

The final decision, whether 
you support drug detox facil- 
ities in neighborhoods or not 
is the sole decision of you, 
the Wilmington voter at the 
Special Town Meeting. If you 
want to allow drug detox 
facilities to be built and oper- 
ated in neighborhoods, vote 
No on article 2. If you do not 
want drug detox facilities 
built and operating in your 
neighborhoods, vote Yes on 
article 2. 

Hither way, come to the 
Special Town Meeting and 
let your voice be heard loud 
and clear.

This is such an im- 
portant statement for all of 
us to comprehend in an age 
where factual concepts are 
at your fingertips in having 
google give you the comput- 
erized answers in minutes 
but the real truth is that 
research, reading compre- 
hension, critical-thinking 
and problem-solving are the 
real skills and so much more 
important but also much 
harder to teach. 

Today’s teachers work at 
this process of combining 
factual content with the 
above issues, which is really 
not simple as that is not the 
way many educators were 
trained, while many others 
have felt this for a long peri- 
od time working with our 
young and not so young stu- 
dents. 

One of my favorite writers, 
David Brooks, has commen- 
ted, “online is a place for 
human contact not intimacy. 
Online is a place for infor- 
mation but not reflection. 
Online is a place for explo- 
ration but discourages cohe- 
sion.” 

Brooks comments later 
that the high tech companies 
are in danger of becoming 
“social pariahs” like the to- 
bacco industry, which makes 
billions “peddling a destruc- 
tive addiction.” 

Brooks adds, “social media 
promises an end to loneli- 
ness but actually produces 
an increase in solitude and 
an intense awareness of 
social exclusion.” 

Brooks makes a strong 
pitch for people to get off 


line and build relationships - 


with good solid friends and/ 
or employees and not spend 
your day looking at a com- 
puter screen which is so 


very true. As a matter of  § 


fact, I am in offices most 
days of the week and all you 
see are good people working 
on their computers, which 
has to drive anyone to dis- 


traction (as the great Jesu- 
it’s would call it). 

While I am a big supporter 
in computer science or tech- 
nology for all of our your 
people, our need as well, is 
to build relationship skills 
for our students and find the 
time for ourselves to get 
away from the computer 
screen to act human again.

AG secures more 3 
than $14M from 
home health agency 


BOSTON — As part of an 
effort in Massachusetts to 
address fraud, waste and 
abuse in the home health 
industry, Attorney General 
Maura Healey announced 
this week that a national 
home health agency has 
agreed to pay more than 
$14 million to settle allega- 
tions that it improperly 
submitted and received 
overpayments for services 
from the state’s Medicaid 
program, known as Mass- 
Health. 

Centrus Premier Home 
Care Inc. d/b/a/ Maxim 
Healthcare Services, Inc. 
(Maxim) is a nationwide 
provider of home health 
and other healthcare serv- 
ices with six locations in 
Massachusetts — Need- 
ham, Plymouth, Spring- 
field, Taunton, Wilmington 
and Worcester. 

MassHealth referred this 
matter to the AG’s Medicaid 
Fraud Division in January 
2017 after a voluntary pro- 
vider overpayment disclo- 
sure by Maxim to Mass- 
Health in October 2016. The 
disclosure indicated that 
claims were improperly 
submitted to and paid by 
MassHealth for home health 
aide services provided 
through Maxim when nurs- 
ing or skilled therapy serv- 
ices were not necessary. 

“This company billed 
MassHealth for services 
that were not eligible for 
reimbursement under state 
regulations and with the 
voluntary disclosure of 
these overpayments, will 
pay more than $14 million in 
this settlement,” AG Healey 
said. “Home health agen- 
cies must be diligent in 
their billing practices to 
preserve the integrity of 
this program, which pro- 
vides critical health care 
services to low-income indi- 
viduals across our state.” 

“Under the Baker-Polito 
Administration, MassHealth 
has strengthened its pro- 
gram integrity efforts, in- 
cluding restructuring of the 
home health program, to 
reduce fraud, waste and 
abuse,” Health and Human 
Services Secretary Sudders 
said. “As a result of this 
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CANCER INSTITUTE 


work, a moratorium on new 
home health agencies was 
implemented in 2016 and 
spending in the home health 
program has decreased 21 
percent from fiscal year 
2016 to 2017.” 

80 percent of home health 
spending growth had been 
driven by providers new to 
the Commonwealth since 
2013. 

During the relevant time 
period, MassHealth regula- 
tions allowed payment for 
home health aide services 
only if a patient had “a 
medically predictable re- 
curring need for nursing 
services or therapy servic- 
es” and provided that in 
order to “receive intermit- 
tent or part-time nursing 
care, the member must 
have a medically predic- 
table recurring need for 
skilled nursing services at 
least once every 60 days.” 

The AG’s_ investigation 
found that between March 
2010 and October 2016, Max- 
im submitted and received 
payment for nearly 95,000 
claims for services that 
were not covered per Mass- 
Health regulations. 

The settlement requires 
Maxim to pay $14,264,803 to 
MassHealth and includes 
compliance conditions go- 
ing forward for three years. 
Maxim is also required to 
provide annual written cer- 
tification to the AG’s Office 
of compliance with these 
conditions and _ provide 
training to all employees 
involved in the MassHealth 
billing process regarding 
applicable statutes. 

This civil settlement is 
part of a larger effort by 
AG Healey and MassHealth 
to combat fraud, waste and 
abuse in the home health 
program. 

The AG’s Office has re- 
cently taken criminal ac- 
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tion against three home 
health agencies and theif 


’ owners — Compassionate 


Homecare, Harmony Home 
Health Care, and Life- 
stream Healthcare Alliance 
— for allegedly overbilling 
and falsely billing Mass- 
Health for home health 
services. that weres not 
authorized and/or provid- 
ed. bed 

In 2016, MassHealth !coms 
pleted a series of home 
health provider audits: and 
as a result has strength+ 
ened program integrity 
within the home health pro! 
gram through a number of 
controls. MassHealtho and 
the AG’s Office worked ito 
implement new regulations} 
effective March 1, 2016; that 
add prior authorization: fof 
home health services, ire: 
quire documented face-to- 
face physician visits, to 
authorize home health sér- 
vices, and prohibit certify- 
ing physicians from beitg 
on staff or under contract 
with the home health 
agency. 

In fiscal year 2016, Mass- 
Health spent approximatel 
$750 million on home healt: 
services, a 35 percent. in 
crease compared. with fis- 
cal year 2015. Since the re- 
structuring of the home 
health program, spending 
on home health seryjces 
has decreased significantly 
to $617 million in fiscal, eas 
2017. 

The Maxim Sine was 
handled by Assistant Attor- 
ney General Steven Hoff;

I am not sure how I came to 
know about the bacon window, but 
it is part of my shopping routine 
just as checking for bad spots on 
apples, reading dates on dairy 
items, and opening and checking 
every egg in the carton. 

Yét, while I assumed that every- 
one knew about this feature of 
bacon packaging, an informal sur- 
vey amongst some friends yielded 
blak stares and “I have no idea 
what you are talking about” com- 
ments. I was stunned. 

Before buying a package of ba- 
con, I flip it over and look in the 


rectangular window and see how 
much meat is part of the slice, 
choosing the. package withthe 
least amount of fat visible. Why 
would I pay for fat? 

Bacon, or pork belly, has been 
part of the American landscape, 
arriving with cultures from Eng- 
land, Europe and beyond. The 
practice of salting and curing 
meat has been around since an- 
cient times. Even early cultures 
in Africa encountered pigs and 
discovered the meat of the belly 
to be quite flavorful. 

Meat served with eggs became 
part of a rural farmer’s diet, but 
as urbanization occurred and con- 
venience products were intro- 
duced, Americans favored cereals 


and toast for their first meal of 
the day. Bacon sales plummeted 
and-through a genius marketing 
campaign during the 1920s in 
which doctors were asked to 
agreed that a hearty breakfast 
was more beneficial than a light 
breakfast, bacon as part of the 
breakfast routine was saved. 
Enter the mass production and 
packaging of bacon. In the early 
1970s, bacon producers created 
inventive packaging which cas- 
caded the meaty edge of bacon 
and made it look quite appealing. 
Consumers quickly revolted when 
they got the packages home and 
found three quarters of the bacon 
slice to be fat. 

In 1974, the government found 


the practice to be 
deceptive and ordered 
a specific piece of legisla- 
tion to require the “bacon 
window” to be incorporated in- 
to the packaging. The require- 
ment in section 317.8(5) (ii) of title 
9 of the Code of Federal Regu- 
lations states “For shingle-packed 
sliced bacon, the transparent win- 
dow shall be designed to reveal at 
least 70 percent of the length 
(longest dimension) of the repre- 
sentative slice, and this window 
shall be at least 1 1/2 inches wide. 
“The transparent window shall be 
located not more than five-eighths 
inch from the top or bottom edge 
of a l1-pound or smaller package 
and not more than three-fourths 


inch 

from 

either the 

top or bot- 

tom edge of a pack- 

age larger than 1 pound.” 

So there you have it. Nevermore 
will you purchase bacon that is not 
to the specifications of the ratio of 
fat that is your choosing. Flip that 
bacon package over and go for the 
meatiest package you can find and 
share with a friend the consumer 
benefits of the bacon window.

Article 5 acts as a failsafe, 
and proposes extension of the 
moratorium through Dec. 31, 
2018. This is an additional

Coach of the Year: 
Craig Turner 


By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
WILMINGTON - The last 
time -a Wilmington High 
School Football coach was 
named the Town Crier's 
Coach of the Year, Craig 
Turner was two years 
removed from playing high 

school football himself. 

Now 13 years later, he led 
the Wildcats to a truly mag- 
ical’ season, turning a 3-8 
record from a year ago to an 
8-3 overall record, which 
included capturing the pro- 
gram's first ever playoff vic- 
tory. 

Along the way of the 11- 
week schedule, the 'Cats 
captured victories over the 
Division 5 Eastern Mass 
Finalists (Watertown), the 
Division 6 Eastern Mass 
Finalists (Stoneham), the 
State. Vocational Finalists 
(Shawsheen Tech), as well 
as beating four other playoff 
teams including North 
Reading, Gloucester, 
Bedford and Wakefield. 

The three losses came 
against the Division 3 
Eastern Mass Finalists 
(Tewksbury), the Division 4 
state- champions (Melrose) 
and the Division 4 North sec- 
tional finalists 
(Marblehead). 

Turner was named the pro- 
gram's tenth head coach 
back-in February: He took 
over a program that had 
been struggling for a few 
years between lack of wins 
and morale. Athletic 
Director Tim Alberts said 
the latter part was extreme- 
ly important and he thought 
that Turner made more of a 
difference there, than he did 
explaining X's and O's of his 
complicated offensive and 
defensive schemes on the 
chalkboard. 

“I-believe Coach Turner’s 
success on the field came 
from his attention to team- 
building and efforts to pro- 
mote a positive culture off 
the field,” said Alberts. 
“The Wilmington High 
School Football team and 
staff started the season by 
participating in the ALS Ice 
Bucket Challenge sponsored 
by the Wilmington Rotary 
Club. The whole program - 
70+-plus students and coach- 
es*- participated in the 
annual event for the first 
time. 

“The boys also donated 
over $300 for the Angel Fund 
for “ALS Research. Coach 
Turner has also worked 
closely with the Wilmington 
Pop- Warner program and

has volunteered with stu- 
dents to assist and promote 
the program. 

“Off the field, the behavior 
of the students in school has 
dramatically improved as 
well. The improvement in 
part can be attributed to 
how Coach Turner has 
worked well with school 
administration to hold the 
students accountable for 
their actions and improve 
the team culture.” 

Turner came to WHS after 
spending the previous four 
seasons as the head coach at 
Mystic Valley Charter 
School in Malden. Before he 
became the head coach, the 
program won nine games in 
ten years. In his four years, 
the program had a record of 
28-15, won two 
Commonwealth Athletic 
Conference Small School 
titles and advanced to the 
sectional finals three 
straight years. 

Turner took over a Wildcat 
program that had gone 
through five straight losing 
seasons - a combined 16-39 
mark and had just one win- 
ning season since 
Wilmington joined the 
Middlesex League. When 
Turner became the coach 
here, he brought over almost 
his entire staff from MV, 
while adding Wilmington 
native Bobby Donaghue, 
who’ served. as*the offensive 
line coach. He said the staff 
deserves so much of the 
credit. 

“’'m extremely grateful to 
be named Coach of the 
Year,” said Turner. “I look at 
this type of honor as an 
award for my whole coach- 
ing staff. We have a great 
staff that puts the well being 
and success of our kids first 
always. Jimmy Rita, Sean 
Turner, Bob Donaghue, John 
Fortes, Mark Gentile, 
Jordan Bolarino, Charlie 
Turner and Tim Morrison. 
These guys put in countless 
hours away from their fami- 
lies to help our program and 
I can’t thank them enough.” 

Turner didn't stop with 
there with the much 
deserved thank-yous and 
appreciation of support from 
others. 

“Td also like thank Athletic 
Director Tim Alberts and 
the rest of the administra- 
tion at Wilmington High 
School. Their support and 


faith in me this past season . 


was extremely helpful as a 
first year coach. 

“Last and most important- 
ly I have to thank my play- 
ers. Great players, make 
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great coaches and we had a 
lot of great players this past 
season. Our kids worked 
extremely hard and did 
everything we asked of 
them. They achieved more 
this season than most 
thought possible. I’m incred- 
ibly grateful to have been 
along for the ride.” 

That ride started out with 
wins over Bedford, 
Shawsheen and Wakefield, 
before falling to Melrose. 
The Wildcats then bounced 
back and defeated 
Watertown, a game that 
really turned the season into 
something special. Then 
came a sloppy win over 
Burlington, before the 
team's best performance of 
the season, a 34-6 trouncing 
over Stoneham. 

The momentum carried 
into the playoffs with anoth- 
er thumping over 
Gloucester, 30-0, before 
falling in an epic game to 
Marblehead, 24-17. 

Wilmington then concluded 
the season with a win over 
North Reading before falling 
to Tewksbury on 
Thanksgiving. 

Throughout those games, 
Turner's spread-offense was 
a lot of fun to watch. The 
team constantly and consis- 
tently was able to move the 
ball down the field led by a 
balanced attack through the 
air or on the ground. 

Defensively, the group got 
better and better every sin- 
gle week. The preparation 
for every opponent was top 
notch, the adjustments at 
halftime were incredible - 
seven teams were held 
scoreless in the second half 
of games this season. 

Not only did the 
Wilmington team get better 
every week, so many differ- 
ent players stepped up and 
had huge roles in the suc- 
cess. The players bought in 
to what Turner was preach- 
ing and that plays such an 
important part to any high 
school program's success. 

He said that's all thanks to 
the entire senior class led by 
All-Scholastic Tyler Roberts 
and fellow star players 
Graham Smith and John 
Kenney. 

“Hats off to a great senior 
class as we're going to miss 
them,” said Turner after the 
loss to Tewksbury. “We have 
to keep it rolling on. The sen- 
iors were an awesome group. 
When I took over (as coach) 
and looked at the roster and 
saw as many seniors as we

Shawsheen defeated in a classic football game

BILLERICA - All season 
long, the Shawsheen Tech 
Football team had shown 
themselves to be resilient 
group, seemingly playing 
their best football when 
their backs were against the 
wall, taking their game to a 
higher level when they need- 
ed it most. 

Last Thursday night, in the 
MIAA Large School 
Vocational Championship 
game against Assabet Valley 
Tech at Cassidy Field, it 
looked like the Rams were 
ready to do it again, as they 
battled back from an early 
14-0 deficit to tie the game at 
halftime. 

This time, however, the 
Rams were unable to com- 
plete the comeback as they 
dropped a 28-20 heartbreak- 
er to Assabet in a game that 
much like their Division 6 
North semi-final loss to 
Stoneham, will go down as 
an instant classic, albeit one 
that the Rams might prefer 
to forget, at least for the 
moment. 

After falling into their 
early 14-0 hole, the Rams 
fought back to tie the game 
at 20-20 at the end of the first 
half, but were unable to get 
into the end zone in the sec- 
ond half. 

“T was very proud of them 
to come back and battle 
back like that, and get back 
in the game and tie it up at 
halftime, and then to be get- 
ting the ball to start the sec- 
ond half. I thought we might 
have chance to go up on 
them,” Shawsheen coach 
Costabile said. “But we did- 
n’t score in the second half, 
«nd if you are in a tie game

and don’t score in the sec- 
ond half, you are not going 
to win.” 

Assabet quarterback 
Justin Phillips scored the 
game winning touchdown, 
his second of the game, with 
2:11 left in the game, capping 
a 13-play, 60-yard drive. The 
touchdown, coupled with the 
ensuing two- point conver- 
sion gave the Aztecs a 28-20 
lead. The Rams, led by sen- 
ior quarterback Cody 
Sughrue of Tewksbury, who 
threw two touchdown passes 
and ran for another on the 
night, moved into Assabet 
territory on their final pos- 
session, but an interception 
by the Aztecs with 1:28 left 
ended the Rams threat. 

Shawsheen (8-5) found 
themselves in a quick 14-0 
hole to the Aztecs (9-4) in 
the early going. Phillips 
returned the game’s opening 
kickoff to the Shawsheen 
three-yard line, and three 
plays later, he plunged in 
from a yard out for a 6-0 lead 
just 1:19 into the game. 

They would extend their 
lead on their next posses- 
sion, going on an eight play, 
58-yard drive, capped by an 
eight-yard touchdown run on 
a fourth and one play by 
Michael DiPlacido to take a 
14-0 lead with 5:06 left in the 
opening quarter. 

It was certainly starting to 
look like it was going to be a 
long night for the Rams, but 
much as he had done in the 
Rams playoff matchup with 
Stoneham, Sughrue simply 
began to take over the game 
for Shawsheen, starting with 
the ensuing possession. 

The drive got off to a great 
start, with Sam Baker 
returning the Assabet kick- 
off to the Aztecs 37-yard line. 


From there Sughrue and 
Baker took over, with a 20- 
yard run by Sughrue and a 
nine- yard run by Baker giv- 
ing them a first and goal at 
the eight-yard line. Sughrue 
(14 carries, 100 yards) did 
the rest from there, scoring 
on an eight-yard quarter- 
back draw, and then also 
running in the two-point con- 
version to pull the Rams 
within 14-8 with 3:01 left in 
the quarter. 

Assabet, however, would 
extend their lead to 20-8 on 
the ensuing possession, 
going on a time consuming 
13-play, 55-yard drive capped 
off by a one-yard touchdown 
pass from Phillips to Ryan 
Taylor on a fourth and goal 
play midway the second 
quarter. Assabet took pos- 
session with 2:54 left in the 
first quarter, and kept the 
ball until the 6:54 mark of 
the second quarter. 

Shawsheen would fight 
back once again, however, 

Shawsheen would respond 
once again, scoring very 
quickly, this time as a result 
of some big plays, going on a 
four-play 68-yard drive to 
pull within one score. A 15- 
yard run by Sughrue, fol- 
lowed by a 15-yard pass 
interference penalty on 
Assabet suddenly had the 
Rams in Assabet territory at 
the 38-yard line. 

Two plays later Sughrue 
(127 yards passing and 2 
TD’s) connected with sopho- 
more wide receiver Josiah 
Martinez of Wilmington for 
a 38-yard touchdown pass, 
with Martinez making a 
spectacular leaping catch at 
the ten-yard line and then 
dodging tacklers on the way 
to the end zone to bring the 
Rams within 20-14 with 5:14 


left in the half after the 
failed two-point conversion. 

The Rams tied it up late in 
the half on another Sughrue 
touchdown pass, this time 
from 25 yards out, to junior 
receiver Adam Quinones, 
who made a great catch off 
his own at the 15-yard line 
and then out raced everyone 
else into the end zone. The 
extra point kick failed and 
the score stood 20-20 as the 
teams went to the half. 

The entire game, and the 
first half in particular show- 
cased the talents of both 
quarterbacks, as _ both 
Sughrue for the Rams and 
Phillips for the Aztecs, were 
nothing short of spectacular. 

“We had two great quarter- 
backs here tonight,” 
Costabile said. “It shows 
how that can elevate a high 
school game when you have 
two great quarterbacks like 
that, one on each team. It 
really elevates everything.” 

The Rams got the ball to 
start the second half, and 
moved very effectively from 
their 35-yard line down to 
the Assabet 24, but Phillips, 
who was seemingly every- 
where for the Aztecs all 
night long, picked off a 
Sughrue pass to thwart the 
drive. 

“We did such a great job 
battling back to get back in 
the game and tie it up at 
halftime, and then to be get- 
ting the ball to start the sec- 
ond half” Costabile said. 
“We had some good momen- 
tum going until we turned 
the ball over. I thought we 
would have a chance to go 
up on them for the first time 
in the game.” 

While the heartbreaking 
loss was a tough way for the 
season to end for the Rams,

it could not diminish all that 
the team accomplished this 
season. From winning the 
CAC Large title by going 
undefeated in the league, to 
advancing to the Division 6
